Nearing the Climax 


General Anderson may be right 
thinking there is still a lot of hard fighting 
to be done in Tunisia. The world will soon 
know as to that. Rommel hasn't much 
running room left, and once his troops are 
crowded with those of Von Arnim into the 
northern mountain-fenced corrall they will 
have to fight, surrender, or try a Dunkirk 
Sousse, Kairouan, and Faid Pass fell to 
the Allies at the week-end, marking a fur-

ther shortening and narrowing of the “‘cor- 
ridor”, and cutting off enemy troops to the 


south. In the final spring on Sousse the 
8th Army apparently covered much more 
than its average 20 miles per day, indicat- 
ing that it is still in good fighting trim 
In six days including Sunday the Al- 
lied airmen knocked down 79 huge Junker 
transport planes, including a power glider 
capable of carrying 130 men. They

Maybe they were engaged in 
two-way traffic; taking over supplies for 
the Italian troops to be left old the 
Tip, and carrying back German soldiers to 
Italy. If the intention is to make a stand 
in the north, plenty of new equipment is 
probably needed, for the correspondents 
say Rommel has been losing tanks and 
guns as fast as he has been losing ground

Inviting Trouble 

Officials of the United Mine Workers 
say the pay-at-the-source income tax plan 
has increased absenteeism at the Cape 
Breton coal mines. But income taxes were 
deducted from the pay envelopes last year, 
and there is no change in that respect. 
The difference is that in future we are to 
pay as we earn, instead of the taxpayer 
being always eight months “ahead” of the 
Government. That must be what is keep- 
ing the delinquents away from the mines 
during the days when their wages would 
go to the war fund. 

Suppose all the wage and salary earn- 
ers in Canada took the cue and worked 
only long enough to earn so much money 
as they can keep? They are all as much 
entitled to do so as the Cape Breton 
miners. But if they did it the war effort 
would have to slacken down, there would 
be fewer patrol boats and scout planes 
along our coasts and over the ocean routes. 
Life in Cape Breton would not in those 
circumstances be as Safe as it now is 
Enemy submarines—and planes released 
from enemy submarines—would have a far 
better chance to blow Sydney, Glace Bay 
and Sydney Mines off the map—and they 
will do exactly that vigilance is 
not kept- 

Cape Breton and other coastal areas 
are the last places in Canada where any- 
body should object to paying war taxes 
or buying war bonds, for those are pre- 
cisely the areas which most need the pro-
